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VILLA REPORTED 
T0 BE DEAD FROM 
SEVERAL SOURCES 


Carranza’s War Department 
Announces Belief in Story, 
Which Also Is Transmitted 
by Gen. Pershing From 
New Headquarters. 


Told to Aviators by Natives 
South of Chihuahua, Who 
Said Bandit Leader Had 
Been Buried. 

Band Which Was Supposed 
to Be Carrying Him, 
Wounded, Believed to Be 
Surrounded by Troops. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—Unoffi- 
cial and unconfirmed reports that 
Villa is dead reached the Carranza 
embassy today. The reports were rep- 
resented as having come from Quere- 
taro, Gen, Carranza’s provisional 


capital. 

Mexicans who saw Villa on his flight 
south said the bandit looked thin and 
emaciated a week ago. Reports, how- 
ever, are conflicting. One fairly good 
authority stated that Villa was able to 
walk the first day after he received his 
wound, which indicated that no bones 
were broken. 

Aeroplanes today covered several hun- 
dred square miles of territory scouting 
over a country heretofore unexplored 
by planes. 

The Mexicans in this section are well 
ditposed toward thé Americans and 

many of them are bitter against Villa. 
' ‘The American line of communication 
now is about 400 miles long. 

It is again reported that Pablo Lo- 
pez, who mufdered 17 Americans last 
January at Santa Ysabel, is not dead, 
but is wounded, and that the Villa Lieu- 
tenant is trying to escape the Ameri- 
cans. 

Reports of friendly co-operation of the 
Carranza troops continue. 


ONE REPORT SAYS 
VILLA DIED FROM 
BLOOD POISONING 


Aviator to Scout Over Region 
Where Natives Report Bandit 
Chief Was Buried. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., April 11.—Lieuts. 
H. A. Dargue and E. S. Correll of the 
Aero Corps, returning here today in a 


long distance flight from San Antonio, 
Mexico, 330 miles south of the border, 
sald that reports were current among 
the natives in the vicinity of Santa Ana, 
70 miles southwest of Chihuahua City. 
that Villa was dead from blood poison- 
ing, caused by his wounds. Other re- 
ports were that Villa was in flight, 
clésely followed by American troops, 
south of Parral and near the Durango 
border. 

Military authorities recognize that re- 
ports of the bandit chieftain’s death may 
be another ruse to throw the Americans 
off of what had been termed a “hot 
treil,”” but nevertheless the fliers said 
no tendency was manifested to belittle 
the report, 

“There seems to be no doubt that Villa 
was wounded,” said Lieut. Dargue, ‘‘con- 
versations with natives and with physi- 
clans having convinced me that he was 
shot through both legs, one of them be- 
ing broken by a bullet, while another 
shot lodged in his stomach. A man in 
that condition, without medical atten- 
ulon, could scarcely live long.” « 

The “Aero Corps planned to send an 
aviator today to scout over the region 
in which the natives have reported Villa 
was buried, in an attempt to find tha 
grave, the fliers said. 

Information brought by Dargue and 
Correll indicates that American cavalry 
has entirely surrounded the detachment 
which is reported to have been carrying 
Villa on a litter. The advanced cavalry 
detachments, they said, are about 00 
miles south of the border, below Parr2l, 
and near the Durango border, while se ’- 
eral columns are operating south of 
Satevo, where Gen. Pershing today was 
establishing his new headquarters. 

Villa was last reported to Gen. Per- 
shing as having been in the vicinity of 
Bacabuiriachic, west of Parral. This 
would place him in the midst of the dif- 
ferent detachments of American troops. 
‘Tt he is dead it may be that the end

WILSON ONLY MAN 
FOR NOMINATION, 


Nebraskan Predicts President 
Will Be Named by Acclama- 
tion at Convention. 


Former Secretary of State Is in 
-Hot Fight for Delegate 
at Large.

LINCOLN, Neb., April 11.—In a signed 


editorial in his newspaper, the Common- 
er, William Jennings Bryan says it is 
certain that President Wilson will be re- 
nominated by acclamation and that no 
cther name will be presented to the 


Democratic National Convention to be 
held,;in St. Louis in June. 

Bryan is running for delegate-at-large 
to the national convention from Nebras- 
ka on a platform pledging him, and the 
other candidates on his ticket, to vote 
for the renomination and re-election of 
President Wilson. 

Speaking of the national issues, 
Lryan, after declaring in the signed 
ecitorial for Wilson, says: 

“The platform will endorse his ad- 
rninistration ana ihe record made by the 
Democratic Congress. The differences, 
such as may exist, between the Presi- 
dent and Congress, will be compromised 
and the party will present a _ united 
front. 

Record of Achievement, 

“It is a remarkable record of achieve- 
ment, nothing to compare with it in 
tluumber and importance of reforms ac- 
complished. Where Republican leaders 
have been wrong the President and the 
Democratic Congress have been right. 
The Republican leaders have opposed all 
that has been done in favor of lower 
tariff rates, an income tax, currency re- 
form and anti-trust legislation. , 

“They have insisted on war with Mex- 
ico and even want to enter the Puro- 
pean war. Where the Presidext has con- 
ceded more than he should to the 
scaredness program, the Republican 
leaders have demanded even more, s0 
that the President is nearer to the peo- 
ple than the Republican leaders. Let 
every Democrat get ready for the cam- 
paign and go to work.”’ 

Bryan is in a hot fight for delegate-at- 
large to the convention, and his brother, 
Charles W. Bryan, Mayor of Lincoln, is 
a candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor, also on a platform 
pledging himself to Wilson. The pri- 
mary election will be held April 138. 

Pledged to Prohibition. 

The two Bryans are running on a tick- 
et pledging themselves to prohibition 
and to the program of driving the liquor 
interests out of Nebraska politics.

Bryan’s 
brother is on the dry ticket for Gov- 
ernor, I. J. Dunn for United States S¢qn- 
ator, Edgar Howard for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, George W. Berge, for Attorney- 
General. Andrew - Clute for Railway 
Commissioner and Grant L. Shumway 
for Commissioner ot Public Lands and 
Buildings. There is atso a Bryan dry 
ticket for delegates to the national con- 
vention in each congressional district. 

In his speeches throughout the State 


and Republicans to nominate dry can- 
didates for all State and legirlative of- 
fices to give force and effect to the ton- 
stitutional prohibition amendment, 
which, he says, is sure to be adopted 
in Nebraska at the fall election. 

While Bryan, for many months, has 
been devoting much space in his paper 
to attacking the preparedness program 
of President Wilson, the April issue 
contains very few references to this sub- 
ject.

The Board of Aldermen last night 
passed an ordinance to prohibit the 
parking of automobiles on downtown 
streets for longer than two hours at a 
time.

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~ FRENCH BELIEVE 


POE'S ATTACK ON 
VERDUN IS SPENT 


Assaults on 13-Mile Front 
Which Began on Sunday 
Thought to Be Final Ef- 
fort of the Crown Prince’s 
Armies. 


Return to Trench Warfare 
Expected as Was Case Af- 
ter General Attack Near 
Ypres in November. 


Battle Continues, but Vio- 
lence is Greatly Dimin- 
ished—Floods Hold Up 
British Force Below Kut. 


PARIS, April 11.—On the west bank of 


the Meuse the Germans made.an attack 
last night on Dead Man‘s Hill advanc- 
ing from Corbeaux Wood. They obtained 
« footing in a few small elements of 
trenches, the War Office announced 
this afternoon, but otherwise were re- 
pulsed, 

Kast of the Meuse the Germans at- 
tacked trenches south of Douaumont 
village, but were beaten back with con- 
siderable losses. There was violent. 
bombardment of Douaumont and Vaux. 

The communication says: 

“On the left bank of the _ river 
Meuse the Germans yesterday deliv- 
ered an attack against our positions 
at Le Mort Homme. This activity 
was accompanied by the use of flam- 
ing liquids. The attack was made 
from the Corbeaux Wood and was 
checked by our curtain of fire and 
the fire of our infantry, excepting on 
the east, where the enemy secured a 
footing in a few small elements of 
trenches. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
the Germans endeavored last night 
to expel us from the trenches taken 
by us during the past few days south 
of the village of Douaumont. This 
endeavor also saw the Germans mak- 
ing use of jets of flaming liquids. It 
was met with a sanguinary chtck.”

Gen. Petain, the French com- 
mander at Verdun, was not ca::ght nap- 
ping, but.foresaw the possibility of such 
a move and straightened anc strength- 
ened his line in anticipation of it. 

The battle continues ‘along a 13- 
mile . front, but with a  percep- 
tible diminution of its violence. The 
French commander's plan is to engage

Since the beginning of the battle the 
Germans have emploved @2: divisions,’ it 
is asserted, and it is impossible for them 
long to continue their efforts on the 
present scale.

The statement from the War Office 
last night said:

Germans Have Taken 36.000 Priso:- 
ers Around Verdun. 
BERLIN, April 1], by wireless to 
Sayville.—Since Feb. 21 the Germans 
“ve captured more than 36,000 French 
in the fighting about Verdun, the Over- 

seas News Agency announced talay. 

“West of the Meuse about 2% square 
kilometers of ground has been occu- 
pied,” the announcement says. ‘“‘Ger- 
man newspapers point out that the 
French how say Bethincourt was evac- 
uated in accordance with plans pre- 
viously made. Nevertheless it has been 
ascertained that an order was issued 
stating: ‘This important place must 
be held in all circumstances.’ 

“The fact that more than 700 -un- 
wounded French prisoners were taken 
and French losses in killed and wound- 
ed were far greater is prbof ‘that ‘the 
French plan of evacuation could not be 
carried out as intended. According to 
the French reports the new line runs 
from the southern corner of Avocourt 
Wood along the first slopes of Hill 304, 
thence along the southern bank of 
Forges Brook, pas ing to the northeast 
of Haucourt; turning eastward, crosses 
the Bethincourt-Enes road at a point 
south of the junction of that road with 
the highway to Chattancourt and 
reaches the Meuse just north of Cumie- 
res. The fortifications of the village 
of Avoeourt, which is south of Avo- 
court Wood, were destroyed by the 
German advance of April 9, as re- 
ported.”’ 

Fighting on both sides of the River 
Meuse was in progress with great vigor 
all of yesterday, the statement Says. 
The number of unwounded prisoners 
taken in this sector was increased from 
22 officers and 549 men to 36 officers 
and 1231 men.

Jest effort to compromise the mill tax by equipping 


the United Railways with fresh 50-year franchises, 
without adequate provision for future transporta- 
tion needs. 

The day of compromises, and we hope of delay 
and litigation, fe over. If the heads of the United 
Railwaye are wise they will pay over the accumu- 
lated tax money and readjust its relations with the 
jj city on @ basis of obedience to law, co-operation 
and adequate service for fair compensation. The 
United Railways is in a bad way. It is over- 
loaded with securities and its record has earned 
it public hostility. If it would reorganize now on 
an investment instead of speculative basis; if it 
would agree to limit its profits to a fair percent- 
age on a fair valuation and to devote its surplus 
earnings to a fund for improvements which will 
assure St. Louis adequate rapid transit for the 
future, the company would fare better. St. Louis 
cannot endure a monopoly which is always ab- 
sorbing and offers no promise of adequate return. 
The city must prepare for future requirements in 
rapid transit. ) 

The winning of tHe suit puts a large sum of 
money at the disposal of the city. It should be 
wisely expended, Subéstantial improvements lag 
on account of lack of meney. The free bridge 
terminal problem is not yet solved. The loop for 
trolley lines is not provided for. A mere begin- 
‘ning of rail and river terminals has been planned 
and authorized. Perhaps the money might be util- 
ized to provide for-real rapid transit, if the United 
Railways proves obdurate. Let us get a perma- 
hent benefit from. the fund.

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GEN. CARRANZA’S POLLY. 

Gen. Carranza has never exhibited much wis- 
dom in dealing with the United States and his 
lack of it was never more conspicuous than in 
his half-hearted method of co-operating with the 
American forces pursuing Villa. Our forces are 
doing his work; we have assured him that we 

are in Mexico only to catch Villa, yet he refuses 
or hesitates to place needed facilities at our dis- 
posal. Carranza’s attitude and the conduct of 
his forces give cause for a decided feeling that 
the Carranza Government is not friendly to our 
expedition and that danger might arise at any 
moment. 

It seems foolish to agree to permit United 
States soldiers to pursue V t withhold from 
them railroad and telegrapif facilities and other 
aid that may be necessary te their suocess or 
safety. Carranza is playing with dynamite. A 
disaster to our forces, chargeable to the de facto 
Government, would lead to serious consequences. 

Withholding facilities might cause trouble, be- 
cause the first military necessity is to guard the 
safety of the forces engaged in the Villa expedi- 
tion and use every available means required for 
that object and to gain a rapid success. We can- 
not permit our troops to be starved, shot or ham- 
pered, while doing the work of the Carranza 
Government, through any unfriendly act of that 
Government. 
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DINOSAURS AND SUCH.: 

Our anti-preparedness brethren are pointing to 
the extinct dinosaur—all armor and no brains— 
as the horrible example of militarism. He trust- 
ed to preparedness and had no intelligent for- 
eign policy, they say; and where is he now? 

That brings us to the question of what is an 
intelligent foreign policy for an unprepared and 
defenseless nation. If the anti-preparedness 
Statesmen can answer it satisfactorily, some 
ninety odd millions of Americafts will breathe 
more freely and taxpayers everywhere will flock 
to the anti-preparedness standard. 

We all know what would be an intelligent for- 
eign policy for a defenseless dinosaur which was 
all brains and no armor—provided it had a good 
set of legs. It would be the same kind of foreign 
policy that an intelligent rabbit pursues when 


eign policy just as foreign and far as possible. 
But a country has to stay where it is put on the 
map. Is it an intelligent foreign policy for a na- 
tion to pretend to be deaf and dumb and blind? 
The logic of unpreparedness seems to be to throw 
away your umbrella and stand out in the rain. 
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THE GARY SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

Would the St. Louis public schools be bene~ 
fited by adopting the Gary system? What is the 
Gary system, and how does it differ from the sys- 
tem of education now in use in St. Louis 
schools? 

Answers to these questions will be found in a 
page article in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch Mag- 
azine. The article is probably the best brief 
summing up of the novel features of the Gary 
system that has so far been published. 

Among the advantages of the Gary system are 
the following: A student is promoted in each 
study as fast as he shows proficiency. Each 
teacher is an expert and gives instruction in one 
study. The same teacher is not expected to 
teach a dozen different things, in some of which 
she may be proficient while in others she may 
be weak. The schools, with playgrounds and 
auditoriums, are kept busy all the year round, 
and by a relay system their capacity is doubled. 
The manual training is made practical, by the 
employment of expert mechanics to teach the 
various trades or occupations. The school day 
is longer, but by special provision for recreation, 
is no more arduous. 

The disadvantages are also set forth in the 
article, and the reader’s attention is called to the 
fact that more complete information can be ob- 
tained from a bulletin issued by the United 
States Bureau of Education, which has investi- 
gated the subject thoroughly. 

There is a great deal of agitation in support 
of the Gary system. New York is trying it, 
and St. Louis school authorities would do well 
to study it carefully. The adoption of some of 
its features might help to solve the school build- 
ing. problem.

Frank Moulan’s playing of the role of 
IKXo-ko is first division comic opera 
work. It proves that the art of amus- 
ing can be kept absolutely free from vul- 
garity and that Charlie Chaplin need not 
be the model for stage comedians’ imi- 
tation. Whether Moulan was singing 
about the absolute irrelevance of the 
vernal flowers, or was swinging his ter- 
rible snicker-snee, there was enjoyment 
in every line of his work for those who 
knew the lines by heart as well as for 
those to whom they were new. 

While others of the cast did not show 
the finish which marked Moulan’s work, 
their performances were acceptable. 
Francis Boyle was a ponderous Pooh- 
bah and Sarah Edwards, as Katisha, 
made the most of ter made-to-order de- 
ficiencies in déntistry. George Natan- 
son, as the Mikado, did not give his 
songs the clearness which made the 
singing of Moulan and Boyle enjoyable.

Mabel 
Wilber, now in her last week at the 
Park, sang prettily in her scenes with 
Arthur Burckly, and Louise Allen did 
what she could in a rather small part.

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English Premier Says Belgium 


Must Ee Restored, Weaker 
Nations Left Free. 


LONDON, April 11.—On the occasion 
of a Government reception to visiting 
French Senators and Deputies at Lan- 
caster House last night, Premier As- 
quith replied to the speech recently de- 
livered in the Reichstag by Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg. Earl Kitchener, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, Siz Edward 
Grey, J. Austen Chamberlain, Sir Wal- 
ter Runciman, Lewis Harcourt, Viscount 
Bryce, A. J. Balfour and Lord Robert 
Cecil were present. The Premier, in 
proposing the toast. “Ow#r Guests,”’ re- 
ferred to Von bethmann-Hollweg’s 
claim to readiness on the part of Ger- 
many to negotiate peace, and said: 

“The German Chancellor wants us to 
assume the attitude of a defeated to 2 
victorious adversary. But we are not 
defeated; we are not going to be dev- 
feated.”’ 

Reiterating that the entente allies were 
prepared only for peace on the terms 
of hig declaration of November, 1914, 
Premier Asquith proceeded: 

“The Chancellor first disquotes my 
language, then proceeds to distort its 
obvious meaning ane intention, Great 
Britain and France entered the war not 
to strangle Germany or wipe her off 
the map of Europe, not to destroy her 
national life, certainly not to interfere 
with, to use the Chancellor's language, 
the free exercise of her peaceful en- 
Geavors. * * *° 

Says Military Caste Must Ge. 

“As a result of the wal, we intend to 
establish the principle that international 
problems must be handled by free ne- 
gotiations on equal terms between free 
peoples, and that this settlement shal! 
no longer be hampered or swayed vy 
the overmastering dictation of a Goy- 
ernment controlled by a military cast». 
That is what I mean by the destruction 
of the military domination of Prussia— 
nothing more, but nothing les:.” 

Referring to the fate of Servia anil 
Montenegro, fi'lowing a similar fate 
suffered by Beizium, the Premier said: 

“We are in this struggle, the cham- 
pions, not only wi treaty rights, but of 
the independent status and free devel- 
opment of the weaker country. In the 
circumstances, cynicism could hardly go 
further than in the Chancellor's claim 
that it is for Germany—of all the Pow- 
ers—to insist, when peace comes, upon 
‘giving various races a chance of free 
evolution along the lines of their mother 
tongue and national! individuality.’ Ap- 
parently this principle is to be appliea, 
I suppose, on approved Prussian lines, 
both to Poland and Belgium." 

Contending that the Poles have had 
an illuminating experience of the Ger- 
man ideas of a ftee evolution of this 
kind, the Premicr continued: 

“The attempt to Germanize Polana 
has been for the last 3% years at once 
the strenuous purpose and colossal fail- 
ure of “’russian democratic policy. No- 
body knows this better than the Chan- 
cellor, for he hes been one of its prin- 
cipal instrumerts. 

“The wholesale strikes of Polish chil- 
dren against the attempts to force the 
employment of the German language; 
t..« barbarous floggings inflicted upon 
them, the arrest and imprisonment of 
tir mothers,” continued the Premier, 
“form a black chapter, even in the ..n- 
nals of Prussian culture. It is with 
thig record that the Chancellor sheds 
tears over the fate cf what he calls 
the long-suppressed Flemish race. I 
wonder what the Flemish race itseif 
thinks of the prospect the Chancellor 
opens out to it. : 

“The Chancellor says that after the 
war theré mus: be a new Belgium, 
which must not be a Franco-English 
vassal, but between whose people and 
the Germans, who burned their 
churches, pillaged their towns, trampled 
their liberties, there is to be in the 
future, ‘the collaboration of neighbors.’ 

“My answer is a very simple one. The 
allies desire and are determined to ee 
once again the old Belgium. She must 
not be allowed to suffer permanently 
from the wanton, wicked invasion of her 
freedom, and that which has been brok- 
en down must be repaired and re- 
stored.’’ 

Condemns Submarine War. 

Declaring that he would not waste 
words upon the imperial Chancellor's 
“lame and half-hearted attempt to jyst- 
ify the wholesale use of the submarine 
for the destruction of lives and proper- 
ty,’’ the Premier said: 

“The allies are prepared to justify the 
legality of all the measures they have 
taken, as covered by the principles and 
spirit of international law applied to the 
developments of modern war. These 
have been carried out with the strict- 
est regard to humanity, and we are not 
aware of a single instance of a neutral 
life having been lost by reason of the 
allies’ blockade.”’ 

Remarkiny that the German blockade 
of Great Britain had developed long be- 
fore the British order in council of 
March, 1915, as shown by the sinking of 
the Dutch steamer Maria and the Amer- 
ican gailing vessel W. P, Frye and Ger- 
many'’s declaration of a submarine 
blockade of the United Kingdom on 
Feb, 4, 1 Asquith declared: 

“It was not until March 11 that we 
anfiounced those measures against Ger- 
man trade which the Chancellor now 
suggests were the cause of the German 
submarine policy. , I need not dwell upon 
the flagrant violation which has at- 
tended its execution, of the elementa.y 
rules and practices of international law 
and of the common dictates and obliga- 
tions of humanity. Up to this moment 
it te being ruthlessly carried out, .s 
well against neutrals as belligerents."

HERBERT VOLLMER | 


SETS TANK RECORD 
IN WINNING TITLE 


Columbia University Boy Swims 
220 Yards in 2 Minutes, 
35 2-5 Seconds. 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Herbert Voll- 
mer of Columbia and the New York 
Athletic Club stands today as the 
World’s 220-yard swimming champion. 

He proved it beyond question last 
night in winning the national A. A. We 
championship at this distance in the 
sensational time of 2m. 23 2-5s faster 
than his own former world’s record, 


made a few -weeks ago. His victory was 
the more conclusive, as he defeated de 
cisively his two most formidable rivals, 
He beat Duke Kahanamoku, the famous 
Hawaiian, in the elimination trials on 
Sunday, and Perry McGillivray of the Il- 
linois A. C. of Chicago, the American 
champion of 1915, in the deciding heat 
last night. None remains now unvanh- 
quished to dispute his supremacy. 

Four men qaualified on Sunaay for the 
final test. Theodore Cann and Joseph 
Wheatley of the New York A. C. be- 
sides Vollmer and McGillivray. + 

The quartet got off well together last 
night, but Vollmer came up from the 
dive with a slight lead, and proceeded 
at once to increase it by starting out a 
terrific pace. r 

McGillivray vainly attempted to trai) 
him. When the 100-yard turn was 
reached in 57 seconds flat, Vollmer waa 
two yards ahead of the Chicago man, 
who led Cann by half a length and 
Wheatley by a full one. 

Vollmer continued to gain slightly, but 
steadily after that, while McGillivray 
and Cann almost lapping, drew further 
away from Wheatley. 

At 150 yards Vollmer was clocked in 
Im. 32s., and at 200 yards he overtook 
the world’s figures, touching in 2m. 
§ 4-5s., as against the previous mark of 
2m. 10 2-5s. 


Vollmer Wins by 3 Yards.

It was Mullen, however, and Lawrence 
received third place.
